Surveying teacher salaries
paid in California and twenty
other states with average sal-
aries higher than the $3,816 na-
tional average teacher salary
for 1954-55, the Taxpayers' as-
sociation found that:

1. Only three out of every
1,000 teachers in California’ are
being paid léss than $3,500 a
year.

2. 450 out of every 1,000
teachers in the state are in the
$3,500 to $4.500 salary bracket.

3. 547 out of every 1,000
teachers in California are re-
cejving $4,500 a year or more.
